The bill c arries most of the features 
of the original administration measure 
except the sections to perm it railroads 
to make pooling agreem ents, to au­ 
thorize the governm en t to regulate the 
issuance of stocks and bonds and to 
permit a railroad to p urchas e the re­ 
maining stock of another line in which 
it already controls 50 per cent of the 
stock. 
So much opposition developed 
in both houses against these provisions 
that all except the securities section 
were ab an doned outright 
In th e place of the house provision 
the conferees incorporated a provision 
authorizing the president to appoint a 
commission to investigate questions , 
pertaining to the issuance of stocks 
and bonds by railroads. 
Expen ditures 
by the commission are limited to $25. 
OOO and it was not given authority to 
summon witni sses or to compel the 
production ot books and papers. 
T he bill as perfected, therefore, and 
as likely to become law, would create 
a c o m m erce court composed of five 
judges, the first of whom is to be se­ 
lected by the president and the others 
by the chief justice of the supreme 
court.
